REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The Board of Education submits the following report: 
The schools have been under the supervision of experi- 

enced teachers the entire year. 3 
ne The primary school, having had a trained teacher, has 
made good progress in all the grades. This school has pur- 
chased a small school library, which it enjoys very much, 
the books being adapted to little folks. The interior of the 
building has been varnished and the walls tinted, making 
much improvement. 

The grammar school has made fair progress during the 
year; but we recognize the fact that the Normal graduate 
has an advantage that one of lesser training cannot supply, 
and the board will in the future, if possible, keep to this 
standard, especially in the grammar school. 

In June the eighth grade passed their examinations with 
much credit to themselves and teacher. This class was one 
of the largest ever graduated, and the graduation exercises 
were held in the Town hall, where certificates were pre- 
sented. Nine of this class entered the Freshman class of 
the Eaton High school, and one at Phillips Exeter Academy. 

For the North school, although small, a trained teacher 
was secured, and the board believes that much better results 
are obtained by doing so. If we would have our students 
successful in the secondary schools we must have trained 
teachers in the district schools. _ 

The North school building is in need of shingles and 
paint, and it would be well to provide money for the same. 

During the year more money has been paid for books 
than usual, for new books have been bought for all the 
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schools. A large proportion of the old books were worth- 
less, and it was not advisable to fill in any longer. We have 
seen much improvement by the new system, and very little 
expense will be necessary next year. 

The district has paid tuition at secondary schools for 
eight pupils, seven at Sanborn Seminary and one at Pink- 
erton Academy. The high school enrollment being so small 
the first year, it was thought best to place the eighth grade 
in charge of the principal, Miss Emma Leighton, and the 
results obtained proved satisfactory indeed. We feel that 
some time in the near future it may be well to give the 
students more choice in the course of study, especially those 
who desire only the two-year course. We urge the codp- 
eration of parents in regard to the keeping of study hours, 
for the high school course necessarily means hard work, and 
if we are to keep it among the approved class we must work 
just as hard as we would if attending some other secondary 
school. The Freshman class passed their examinations and 
entered the Sophomore year in September. 

It was thought best not to spend much on the Eaton 
school grounds, but the board recommend some improve- 
ment each year until the grounds are in good shape. The 
volunteer work done last spring in the grounds, and the 
shade trees that were set out, demonstrate what can be done 
at small expense. We are pleased to note that, with proper 
economy, the income of the Eaton fund is quite ample for 
all present needs. .
